It is not difficult to track the source 
of this inspired bit of information, when 
American "bulls'* show so much anxiety 
to'mah off .their Alaska piusk", which is 
sai(l>tai eonsist of all sorts and conditions 
of fish, chiefly of the most inferior char- 
acter. ■ 

To say that the catch on Fraser River 
was sudden is entirely incorrect. The 
fact is tlie run set in steadily, and kept 
up beyond the ordinary time looked 
for, which enabled the canners (who 
were never in a better position to take 
advantage of it) to pack fish of uniform- 
ly fresh and prime quality, and to dis- 
card anything lacking that standard ne- 
cessary for prime packing. As the proof 
of the pudding is generally to be found 
in the eating, so it will bo found with 
the out-turn of the l'"raser liiver salmon 
when it shall have had the opportunity 
of reaching the ICiiglisli markets. Our 
cousins across the Straits are not as a 
rule guilty of crying "stiuking fish" 
when TiiElli ow.v products are the sub- 
ject of it, and in this instance "sour 
grapes" wouUl appear to be the more 
appropriate substitute.

THE INJURIOUS SHIPPING 
ORDEH. 

To THE EoiTaa:— I fear that "public 
attention has not been sufficiently 
directed to the order-io-council which is 
reported to have emanated from Ottawa 
on the '2;ird inst , and wbiuh, if correct- 
ly quoted, is the most serious blow yet 
aimed at Victoria commerce. I refer to 
the order which is said to require that 
"all freight sent in bond from Canadian 
points through the United .States to 
British (Joluinbia points shiiU lie car- 
ri(!d from a Pacific port of transliip- 
inent to its destination in Hritish ves- 
sels, or ill vessels of foreign countries 
which possess coasting privileges in 
Canadian waters." 

If this order should be ciitorced it will 
dcfjirive the I'ugct .Sound steamers — 
whose daily service has been an im- 
portant factor in niainlaiiiiiig Victoria's 
commercial snprcMuacy --of a large and 
profitable portion of their trade, and 
will probably result in the discou- 
timianco of the service. It will be 
open, of course, for some eiitcrpriHiiig 
steamboat owner on this side to l un n 
line of liritish boats between Victoria 
and Port Townsoiid, or he may even 
send vessels once or twice a week to Ta 
coma to take on freight destined for 
this port; but passenger traffic via the 
Sound, now of to much value, will al- 
most entirely cease with the withdrawal 
of the direct steamers. 

Victoria will then bo left without a 
second or competitive means of commu- 
nication with the outer world; and its 
passengers as well as most of its freight 
will be filtered through a rival provincial 
town. 

It is important, sir, that action should 
be taken to insure the rescinding of tho 
injurious order which has been sprung 
upon us at a most inopportune moment, 

I feel sure that I do not over estsmate 
the gravity of tho situation when I say 
that prompt nnd enorgctio action is 
necessary to avert the ill consemienecs 
that will surely attend this badly ad 
vised prncecdiiig on the part of the 
Dominion (Joverument if persisted in.

A QnrKtlon of Furt>i([u Lubnr. 

WASUiyoTo.v, Oct. 'AO. — A voluminous 
report of District-Attorney Lyon of 
Pittsburg, concerning the 65 imported 
glass-blowers who were brought t'l this 
country under contract, has been sub- 
mitted to the Solicitor of the Treasury. 
The report contains several knotty legal 
problems for the solicitor to - solve. 
The glass-blowers were brought f'roni 
Birmingham, England, for the glass 
works at .Teanotte, Pa., through 
the mediation of the Pittsburg Knights 
of Labor Assembly, which transferred 
the workmen to its rolls. It appears 
that the passage of tlie blowers to this 
country was paid by tlie labor assembly 
to which tlicy belonged in England, thus 
implying an absence of contract with 
the proprietors. Then, again, the work- 
men were' allowed to enter this country 
at Boston and to proceed to Jeannette. 
The contract labor law provides that 
imported laborers be taken back to tlie 
country irom, whence ithey came. 
Hut it is aij yet: an ;|unsettled ques- 
tion whether the government can do 
this after the laborers are allowed to 
I. The fact that the laborers were 
transferred to the membership roll of 
the Pittsburg assembly without oppo- 
sition brings up another question us to 
whether this act does not make them 
American workmen. The solicitor, has 
been asked for an early opinion. 

Aiiiitber Brewrry ileal. 

.St. Lots, Mo., Oct. ."iO. — It is re- 
ported on good authority that the deal 
between the associated brewers of St. 
Louis and the combinutioiis of eastern 
and foreign capitalists, commonly <lo- 
noniiiiateit as an " English Symlicate," 
has practically lieen concluded, and 
there remains only the formal signing of 
the papers of the transfer to make 
all the brewing properties con- 
trolled by the iissocialioii an accom- 
plisheil fact. The capital of the associa- 
tion is S5,'250,000. The association in- 
cludes every brewery in the city except 
Anhauscr, Busch, Lenips and Oners.

Ciiia\iio,Oct..'iO. — The most important 
witness of the day in the Cronin trial 
was Capt. T. P. O'Connor, the^ calling 
of wnose name created considerable ex- 
citement. He said that he was a nieii- 
ber of Camp '20. That at a meeting on 
February 8th, Andrew Joy arose in his 
place and declared that in the ex- 
isting condition of the organization 
things were in a bad shape. - Lecaron 
was testifying before tho Parnell com- 
mission, and there were four British 
spies in America. Joy urged that the 
clan should be dissolved and then re- 
organized under another name, and 
then any one who was tainted with 
British affiliations could bo thrown out. 
" Repyliiig to that," said Captain 
O'Connor, "I said that I was not sur- 
prized at tlie remarks. I said tliat if 
they wanted to look for spies they 
liould look among the executive body, 
for I had positive information that the 
executive committee were thieves and 
scoundrels; that they were betraying 
the order and that they had 
»(iuandered the funds of the order 
tho amount of §100,000; and that 
they had sent some of the bravest and 
best men into British prisons. I wanted 
to say that I heard a verbal report and 
had seen a written account of 400 pages 
iontaining a report of the trial at Buffa- 
o, and that it proved these facts. "In- 
stantly there was a tumult," said Mr. 
O'Connor. "A number of brothers arose 
and asked me where I got my informa- 
tion. Thon I turned to the senior guard- 
ian and said that if the senior' g^rdian 
demanded my source of information I 
would give it. There was more out- 
break, and I a^in appealed lo the sen- 
ior guardian.' IChon Dan Coughlin arose 
in his place and moved that a commit- 
tee of three be appointed to in- 
vestigate these statements of mine 
and find out where I got 
my information. There was more talk 
and wrangle and then the senior guard- 
ian rapped for order and said: '"I will 
have no more of this subject, I will ap. 
point the committee." "Who was the 
senior guardian?" "John F. Beggs." 

On cross-exaniiuation witness said 
that he did not mention Croniu's name 
or the number of bis camp, but that 
there were men present who understood 
the meaning and personal references of 
his words. Witness then gave a clearer 
lefiiiition of Dan Cougliliii's motion than 
had previously been given. "The ob- 
ject of tlie committee asked for," he 
said, "was to ascertain the source of my 
nformation, where I obtained it." Wit- 
ness stated that one Camp could 
try a member of another, for 
he had known it done. He had 
beard of the inner circle as another name 
for tho executive. He saw Beggs at the 
time of the inquest and asked him if he 
would udl all he knew and reveal the 
secrets of the order. Beggs replied : 
"Yes, tell everything. 'The meeting 
might as well be held in Battery 'D, 
Everybody knows all about the order 
now." Ho advised me to conceal noth- 
ing, but to tell everything, said the wit- 
ness. 

Police Oliicer .John F. Collins, an- 
other member of ("amp 'JO, was the next 
witness. lie said he was present at the 
meeting of Feb. 8th, and he corroborated 
the former witnesses' remarks regarding 
the speeches made by Joy {and Capt. 
O'Connor, adding that upon their con- 
clusion many present jumped to their 
feet and hissed, in the midst of which 
confusion, DanCoughlan said something 
about appointing a secret eommittee. 

Henry O'Connor gave some sensation- 
al evidence, He swore that on Friday, 
Muroh^'lstr at the first meeting after 
the reunion^ meeting, and after Begg, 
McGarry .(ind Powers . hid made 
speeches, tio 'met Dan .CouRhlin. Dan 
took him sside ahdtbldhiin tbutinforma- ' 
tion had been received from England 
that there was a confederate order in 
Chicago. Coughlin then said indicil- 
tions were that Dr. Cronin was the 
British spy referred to. This was tho 
first direct evidence that hud been 
brought to light to show that Dr. Cron- 
in was regarded as a spy by his fellow 
clans. 

Patrick McCarry, senior guardian of 
camp 8, took the stand, and unid that in 
his speech on Feb. •22nd he endorsed the 
wish that unity must prevail, but de- 
clnrod that it could not bo obtained so 
long as certain members persisted in 
hlackgiiiirding in secret, men (lefcrring 
to Dr. Cronin) that had the courage to 
take corruption by the throat and 
throttle it; also, that the man (Alex. 
.Sullivan) who rcconimcndoil I.c Caron 
to membership in the Claii-na-ti'iel 
society was a thouhand times greater 
scoundrel than Le ("aroii. On the night 
following Dr. C'ronin's disappoaraiico, 
witness wont to I'atrick O'Sullivan's 
house and told O'.SuUivan that his con- 
tract with llie doctor was a Kuspicious 
circumstance. O'Sullivan had askod 
him if ho didn't think Dr. Cronin was 
murdered by the United Order of 
Deputies. AVitncss had said tho doctor 
WOK murdered by aomo persons nearer 
hnine. Witness was on tho stand whon 
Court adjourned

She 
has, long ago ceased to treat lier colonies 
OS inferiors or even as minors. .She 
nurtured them witli the utmost care in 
their infancy, and when they grew 
strong she cheerfully extended to them 
the control of tlieir own atfairs. Tho 
great colonics are now under no restric- 
tions. The iiiotlier country does not 
interfere in their ali'airs. iShe lays 
upon them no burdens. Tho bond 
that connects her to her dependencies 
is indeed a silken one. It is tlie softest 
and most pleasant tliat ever yet united 
distant communities to eaeli other. 
Soft as it is, it in strong, for it is one of 
affection. The (jueen, under wliose be- 
nign rule they, hi^ve grown into - a large 
and an important com tnunity, is beloved 
and honored by Canadians. Loyalty is 
too weak and too cold a word to exprca.s 
the feeling which the Canadian people 
entertain for Queen Victoria.

not bo renewed next year. The fiaher- 
iiien are not iileased witli tlie prospect 
and they are anxious for the United 
.States Government to .enter^ into some 
ai iaiigeiiient with tho Canadian authori- 
ties before next season's operations com- 
mence. A correspondent of the Uoalon 
Herald shows the very great iiiiportanoe 
of being able to purelia.se bait in Can- 
adian harbors. In catching codfish par- 
ticularly tho ditteronce between fresh 
bait and salt bait is just the difference 
liotween a good eateli and a bad one. 
It is of course impos.sible for lisliermen 
who are so far from home to keep their 
bait freali.

Mr. Hlai 
should now leave his warlike speech 
to slumbec in-the newspaper tiles, and 
turn. l)i8..«ttehtiou . toward a coniiuon 
sen^e solutiQU.of Ithis ancient complica 
lion with Canada," 

A little while ago the fishermen of] 
the Kastern States made vdi^y light of 
the advantages of access to Canadian 
liarluirs, and of the privileges of pur- 
chasing bait and supplies in them. They 
encouraged the politicians in their de- 
termination to reject the Cham- 
berlain-Bayard treaty. But now 
their tune is changed. They 
are anxious now ' for the treaty 
they despised and rejected, it is more 
than likely that negotiations for another 
tieaty w ill bo entered into before long. 
This treaty will have a difTerent fate 
from the excellent one negotiated by 
.Mr. Chamberlain and .Sir Charles Tap- 
per. The Republicans having a ma- 
jority in both the Senate and the Ifouse 
of Kcpreaentatives, will be able to pro- 
cure thift'nitificdtioh'of'any treaty which 
the ddnliriistnitiori negotiates und ap- 
proves. , , . 

It is most improbable that the East- 
ern fishery question will be the only 
one cdiisideiitd by the new negotiators. 
The liehriiig dillieulty requires settle- 
ment even more urgently than that of 
the Kastern Coast of the Dominion, and 
the probability is that they,. will (both ibe 
settled at the same time.' ' 'As far as 
can be judged, the American jieople 
would approve of a settleiiient of the 
Kehring's Sea dillieulty that woulil be 
saliafaetoiy III ( 'aiiadiaiis.
